School Children Killed and a Number Im- 
Prisoned In the Ruins—Seven Girls in Over

a Orrr, Mo., May 11.—A fearfal 
storm of wind and rain. swept 
over this city to-day, continuing from 
ll o'clock till noon. The Oourt-housé 
on Second street was totally demolished above 


the detory. A numder of persons were 
hurt, d none killed ag far as known 
at this time. The Lathrop school 
buliding on Eighth street was partially 
Pc age and many children caught in the 

rains. Seven are said to have 
ben . Kilied and tha full . extent 
of the disaster is not yet known. Overalls 
factory on Second street was blown down, 


and five deaths are reported from there 
out of fifteen girls at work in the buliding, 
while nearly all the others aré wounded. 
At 1 o’clock a report from 
the Lathrop school makes ten badly 
hurt, besides those killed. The old 
water works building near the court- 
house was blown down and one or two 
persons there are missing. At the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Office dut one 
wire is working out of the cott. 
Communication has been established with St. 
Louis over that wire by way of Dalas, Galves- 
ton, New Orleans and Memphis. 


A BRIDGE WRECKED. 
One span at the north end of the 


railroad bridge across the Mis- 
our River was blown into the river, 
blocking the Hannibal and 8%. Joseph, Rock 
Island, Wabash 4 Kansas Cuy, St. Joe 
& Council Bluffs road. Eight 
girls have been taken out of 
the Overall factory, four of whom are dead. 
Many others are in the ruins, but there 
is scarcely a hope for their lives. 
In the confusion u ia impossible 
to ascertain definitely the extent 
of.. the calamity, bat nn itis said 
that over twénty employes are imprisoned in 
the basement of the factory. The disastrous 
fury ofthe storm was confined to the narth 
end of tae city, except in the destruction of 
the Lathrop Public School building on Bighth 
street and buildings generally, excepting those 
mentioned, withstood the force of the storm. 
The main office of the Western Union Telegraph 
building is in this portion of the city and the 
poles are heavily weighted with wires which 
were broken off, letting the wires down in a 
tangled heap. Many wires were also carried 
down with the broken bridge span. 


DEATH AT A CAMP, — 


A Man, Wife and Child Killed—Fatal 


Freight Collision. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., May 11.—Word has just 
reached here from a camp- meeting set a point 
forty miles south that during a high wind Sun- 
day a tent in which were 250 people was blown 
down. Three persons were killed—a Mr. and 
Mrs. Jackson and their small babe, which was 
gsinothered to death. A great many persons 
were injured slightly.

that developed outrage and murder into a 
Russian science.“ The courts and 
grand-juries of the country and the 
investigations of a Congressional com- 
mittee have utterly failed to distover 
any proof of those charges. But now the 
same organs are not only still mouthing 
over the same fanatical and false charges, 
butare doing their bestto hold up the 
strikers on the Gould roads as the tutors 


and instigators of the Chicago anarchists. 


Allthe newspapers that refused to con- 
demn the whole body of peaceable and 
law-abiding strikers as guilty of thecrimes 
of the few that fired on the officers at Fort 
Worth and wrecked a train at Wyan- 
dotte, are now falsely accused of not 
having condemned those outrages at 
all, and are sneered at for pretending 
to condemn the Chicago bomb-throw- 
ers without holding the eight-hour 
strikers and the Gould railroad 
strikers all equally guilty.
